ISTANBUL. Exhausted res- 
cue workers continued to drag the 
living and-dead from the ruins of 
Bingol, eastern Turkey, yesterday 
as the death toll from Saturday's 
earthquake mounted towards 1,000. 

The quake destroyed 90 per cent 
of the town, including the hospi- 
tal, prison and high achool. 

The official death toll stood at 
about 800 — half of them in the 
town itself and the rest in outlying 
villages. Officials said, however, that 
contact had not ‘been made with 
many of the mountainous province's 
822 villages and hamlets. 

According to the few sketchy re- 
ports received from Bingol, mostly 
by radio, survivors were still scram- 
bling in the ruins for relatives and 
friends. 

The earthquake hit Bingol as re- 
sidenta were preparing for bed. The 
town was immediately plunged into 
darkness, and steady rain hampered 
rescue work.

Five of the six member Govern- 
ments of the European Common 
Market are underatood to have in- 
formed the Government of Israel 
that they did not authorize France 
to submit on their behalf to U.N. 
Secretary-Generel U Thant a copy 
of the Middle East “working paper" 
taken up at the Paris Conference of 
their Forelgn Ministers on May 13, 
nor to brief him on the contents 
of the paper. 


According to news despatches ting 


from New York, French Ambas- 
sador Jacques Kosciusko-Morizet 
met U Thant on Friday to “ac- 
quaint him with the agreement” 
reached in Paris on the Arab-Israel 
issue. The degpatches did not spe- 
cify whether the French envoy had 
actually handed the Secretary-Ge- 
neral a copy of the document, wide- 
ly kmown as tthe “Schumann plan,” 
or merely tqld him about it. 

Observers in Jerusalem ‘pointed 
out, however, that since the docu- 
ment was supposed to be secret — 
a number of the Mart Governments 
have initially declined to discuss 
it with Israeli diplomats on this 
ground — physical submission would 
not have been necessary to establish 
the document publicly as binding on 
all six Governments. 

The latest communications from 
the five — Holland, Belgium, Lux- 
embourg, West Germany and Italy 


— reiterated that, as far as they 
were concerned, no document em- 
bodying an obligatory Middie Hast 
doctrine had been in Paris. 
The only authoritative conference 
statement, the messages said, had 
been the final communique, which 
called for the implementation of the 
Security Council's November resolu- 
tion, in all its parts, with Dr. Jar- 
ring’s help. 

The “Schumann plan” went far 
beyond the November resolution, set- 
out the French position on 
total Israeli withdrawal — although 
it also included suggestions on Je- 
rusalem and refugees, by Italy and 


Belgtum respectively, which Isreel- 


strongly opposed. 

That the French should have been 
able to take their latest step, at 
the U.N., in the face of strenuous 
protestations by the five that they 
were not bound to the document, 
was widely interpreted as a sign of 
the utter confusion seemingly sur- 
rounding the Paris decisions.

Ἵ" .Proncuncing this letter, which in Arabic ig 
called ‘tha,’ place the tip of the tongue be- 
hind upper teeth touching gums. There is a de- 
Pression or hollowing of the tongue just behind 
this and a raising of the back of the tongue, The 
Sides of the tongue make a sort of inverted lid 
for the upper jaw, overflowing the back teeth and 
just touching the inside of the cheeks. The back 
of the tongue is raised in the same way for the 
other two emphatics.” 4 

Is the author kidding? I can’t even put my 
tongue where it belongs when I’m at the dentist's 
and he's standing over me with an angry look 
and threatening to put another saliva pump and 
another wad of cotton in my mouth. 

I started to study Arabic, by myself, not for 
any monetary or professional reasons, but merely 
to realize the saying, ‘He who performa one good 
deed may thereby speed the coming of the Mes- 
siah.” (In this case that elusive-as-the-Measiah, 
“real peace.) 

here are other things one can read among the 
directions on how to pronounce the letters. “Oc- 
casionatly the ‘sg’ sound ‘becomes ‘the ‘strong 
‘gh’, the gargling sound which is best learned by 
trying to imitate the grunting sound a camel 
makes.” 

Of course the first thing that I ‘had to decide 
was which Arabic I wanted to study, the literary 
or the colloquial. Well, a gifted linguist like my- 
self naturally chooses the literary. This meant 
that I first had to master the alphabet. 

Now, a5 anyone who has looked at a page of 
Arabic knows, all the letters look absolutely the 
same. Many hours of concentration later, I came 
to the conclusion that not all the letters look the 
same. I mastered a few of the letters and then 
went on to master a second group. But after 
studying the second group of letters I found that 
I had forgotten the shapes and sounds of the 
first ones. 


Four different forms 

The main reason for this is that Arabic, whether 
written or printed, is always cursive, and so most 
letters have four forms: for the beginning of a word, 
the middle of the word, the end of the word, and 
when the letter stands alone. Almost 100 different 
forms! So I decided to attack a few letters at a 
time, 

I decided to learn ail the letters of “Bank of 
Israel." I could check up on these at any time 
of the day merely by taking a bank note out of 
my pocket and looking at the Arable rendition of 
these words. In this way I wag after a while able 
to distinguish a large part of the letters of the 
alphabet. 

Then I read, “It is often convenient to put one 
consonant above the other, like this.” And there 
followed the gosh-awfullest, most jumbied-looking 
figure of wiggly lines and dots that I could ever 
imagine. 


At this point I decided that ft would perhaps 
be better if I learned the spoken, colloquial, lang- 
uage instead of the literary. 

To do this you don’t need the alphabet. You get 


The language hurdle to peace 


yourself a book in which the words are transcrib- 
ed In Latin characters. Another reason for my 
abandoning the written, Hterary, language is be- 
cause it bs written without vowels. My book said, 
“Don't worry about the vowels. Take care of the 
consonants, and the vowels will take care of them- 
selves.” This is ἃ He. One 888 to know the whole 
language before one can read it properly. Those 
of you studying Ulpan Hebrew know what I 
mean 

But saying you're golng to learn the colloquial 
language ig not so simple. You have to deelde 
which spoken Arabic you want to learn, that of 
Egypt, or Syria, or Iraq, or the Arabian Peninsu- 
‘la, or the “western” ("Maghreb") Arabic of 
North Africa, Mercifully my Latin-character book 
dealt only with Syria, Iraq and Egypt. I assumed 
that the local Arabic was nearest to the Syrian. 

Two unnecessary variants 

But my book didn’t kuow that I was interested 
only in Syrian Arabic, and insisted on giving all 
the variant forms of Syria, Zgyptand Iraq. For 
example, “To show possession, in Egypt they 
often introduce the extra word beta. In Syria this 
extra word is taba, and in Iraq the word is met. 
At first I figured this should not bother me very 
much: I would just learn Syrian forma and ignore 
the others. But it was not εὖ simple, for the bool 
insisted on including the Egyptian and Iraqi forms 
In the exercises. 

I struggled along with this for a while, all the 
time trying to make a mental note of what was 
Egyptian or Iraqi, and at the same time making 
8 mental note to ignore it. 

I must say that I wag buoyed up in my work 
by the similarity of many of the words to Hebrew. 
In one word iist of 24 words I found the following 
which resemble Hebrew: ali (high), ab (father), 
libas (garment), medine (city), mubarak (blessed), 
τισί (foot), yom (day). 

But finally the attempt to juggle three dialects 
at once was too much for me. When I came to 
8 word I could not remember, I did not know 
whether 1 hadn’t remembered it. because I was 
stupid, or whether I had decided in advance not 
to remember it. My wandering eye soon fell on 
another book, let us call it “We Are Now Speak- 
ing Arabic." This time it was a book that gave 
the Arabic in Hebrew letters, so I assumed that 
it covered only local Arabic. 

I breathed a sigh οὗ relief when Ὁ saw that 
there wags only one form for everything. But alas 
and alack, this book had a basic fault. It had ab- 
solutely no grammar—just long lists of words and 
long lista of sentences with their Hebrew equiva- 
Jents. If I learned it all by heart 1 would be able 
to say “I came to the city,” because that is one 
of the sentences listed, but to say, “he came to 
the city,” or “I will come to the city” that I 
would not know, because there were no rules for 
changing from one grammatical form to another. 


That’s where my campaign to bring the two 
peoples stands right now. Now aH I 
need ig a book in Hebrew for local Arabic 


And lots of time. And Arabs to talk to.

The immensely 
wealthy Archdiocese of New York

New York State's abortion law, 
the most liberal in the land, hangs 
on a slender thread. After years of 
effort, the abortion law reformers 
succeeded in getting it passed by

Bills for’ its repeal are currently 
before the Legislature, which has a 
powerful Catholic lobby. 

Yo the delight of these lobbyists, 

President ‘Nixon bas just raised the 
abortion argument to the level of 2 
national political issue by volunteer- 
ing that he disapproves of “unre- 
stricted abortton policies, or abor- 
tion on demand,” and considers it 
“an unacceptable form of. popula- 
tion control.” 
Since the New York law came 
into effect nine months ago, more 
than 100,000 legal abortiong have 
een performed in the state, most 
of them in New York City. About 
half the women who took advant- 
age of this service came from other 
states where abortion is either illegal 
or severely restricted. This influx 
is steaday increasing.

- GENEVA (Ofas.} — 
CHMEN are scared—not of 
Communism, a¢ many Americans 
are; nor of the Chinese as the Rus- 
sians are said to be: not of infla- 
tion and unemployment like the 
British; nor, like the Italians, of 
Β. resurgence of Fascism. What 

they fear are women. 

This, αἱ least, is the conclusion 
reached by Mrs. Catherine Vala- 
brégue, a sociologist, and vice-pre- 
sident of the Mouvement Francais 
pour le Planning Familal, writing 
in the current issue of the UNESCO 
publication Impact of Science on 
Society. 

“The French mate", Mrs. Vala- 
brégue maintains, “feels that he is 
besieged and sometimes doubts his 
survival. The evidence is in the 
hheadHnes of the French weeklies: 
“Sexual Fear of Women,” “What 
is Virility?" The Last Real Man,” 
“Decay inthe Virile Kingdom”, and 
30 on” 

Mrs. Valabrégue recalls a recent 
French television e on 
women called The Devil's Advocate: 
a debate between one weman and 
two men, one of them ἃ doctor. 
“The two champions of masculinity,” 
she says, “duly trotted out all the 
well-worn clichés about the dangers 
of sexual freedom (for women, of 
course) and about woman's physi- 
cal frailty, which was alleged to 
put her at a hopeless disadvantage.” 

At one point, the doctor said, 
“Women represents an intermediate 
stage betweenthe amoeba and the 

form of evolution, man,” 
and Mrs. Valabrégue comments, “this 
statement could have been taken 
@3 a more or less good-bumoured 
dig were it mot for the fact that 
everything said during the pro- 
gramme pointed to ithe deep-seated 
hostility with which the masculine 
mind regards any change in the 
condition of women.” 


WAGING WAR 


Mrs. Valabrégue also recalls that 
the French television critic, Maurice 
Clavel, claimed: “The feminist wo- 
man isnot out for equality or iden- 
tity; she is waging a war of domina- 
tion and she is winning it, for she 
contrives 'to take the best of both 
workis and her wretched adversary 


. has been so throughly softened up 


and brainwashed that instead of 
breaking out of the encirclement 
while there is still time, he doesn't 
even realise what is happening to 
Tushing headlong 
into servitude.” 


If the eminert American social 
amthropologiat, Dr. Margaret Mead 
(also quoted in Impact), is to be be- 
lieved, Maurice Clavel and his fellow 
Frenchmen have good cause for 
worry. She says: “Women are far 
fiercer than men. Nobody has ever 
given us weapons for very long, 
have they? Unlike men, women 
fight protectively. Women play for 
real. To win! Women don’t think 
much of things like a Christmas 
truce. Men make up the rules of 
warfare as if they were making up 


games. No fighting at night. No 
fighting when it -is raining. No kill- 
ing women and children. Women 
don't think that way. The ferocity 
of the girls in the activist groups 
is far more horrible than the men’s, 
They Kick below. the belt.” 

Traditionally France is the country 
of marriages of convenience arran- 
ged between twofamiles (now on 
the way out) and complete male do- 
mination in marriage, sanctioned by 
law. Yet a further ground for the 
French male's reluctance to accept 
tke consequence of female emanci- 
pation, Mrs. Valabrégue maintains, 
ig that he cannot really see what 
there is in it for him. She adds: 
“Most male resistance is rooted in 
the subconscious. It is bound up 
with deep-seated traditions and is 
emotional in character — like the 
remark made to me by a member 
of the women’s-place-js-in-the-home 
school: “My mother didn't go out 
to work,” This is not an argument, 
it is a ery of hurt.”

REAL TROUBLE 


Keal trouble comes if she goes 
out to work and earns more than 
her husband. Mrs. Valabrégue says: 
The man is not prepared to accept 
the idea of his wife earning more 
than he does... He feels humiliated 
and somehow inferlor. He associates 
earning power with virility, so much 
so that doctors encoucter cases of 
impotence in men whose wives have 
better jobsor ahigher social posi- 
tion than their own, 

In the same way, men do not like 
having to take orders from a 
woman. “It is here, perhaps,” Mrs. 
Valabrégue comments,"that we most 
clearly see the man’s attachment 
to the myth of the meek and sub- 
missive woman, a myth which psy- 
choanalysts attribute to the uncon- 
scious fear of castration that all 
men have, Accustomed to taking 
the initiative (men) cannot disso- 
ciate the image of virility from uni- 
lateral conquest, and are upset by 
the ideaofa woman being a sexual 
activist, wanting the right to sexual 
enjoyment and to choose if and 
when they will have children.” 

During her investigations, one 
foreman told Mrs. Valabrégue:” 
My wife and I are on absolutely 
equal footing butI think that con- 
tral over procreation belongs to the 
head of the family,” and she adds: 
“Another man let his wife go toa 
family planning centre. but in 
another town where he was not 
known. He explained with some 
embarrassment, ‘otherwise they'd 
think that I don’t know how to 
handle matters.’”

He had been shot 
with a pistol, medical officers said. 
About 20 troops in full battle dress, 
led by a lieutenant armed with a 
sub-machinegun, sealed off the en- 
trance to the apartment block as 
officials made their investigations at 
the death scene. Other troops were 
posted at intersections and along 
alde streets. ᾿ 

Police said the apartment in the 
smart residential area was rented 
about six weeks ago. At least four 
young men who had used it were 
seen to enter the flat about 7.00 
p.m. Saturday, leaving about one 
hour later carrying a suitcase. None 
of the neighbours reported hearing 
shots. 

A young woman living in the 
building was taken into custody by 
security officials but she was under- 
stood not to be among 16 people 
the authorities have named as wan- 


ted for the kidnapping.
